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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 .1 14, including tlie fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in ttiis application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 .1 14, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 
03/21/05 has been entered. 

Specification 

2. The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction 
of the following is required: there is no antecedent basis for the term "continuous" when 
describing "an elongated continuous cylindrical sleeve". 

3. The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction 
of the following is required: there is no antecedent basis for that the features being 
located between an upper and lower rim. 

4. The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction 
of the following is required: there is no antecedent basis for "the nose indicia is pointed 
on the exterior face close to said upper rim than the mouth indicia, and said mouth 
indicia is positioned on said exterior face closer to said lower rim than said nose indicia". 
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Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC §112 

5. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

6. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to connply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in . 
the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession 
of the claimed invention, "but not including the eyes" is not supported in the originally . 
filed specification and on page 3, lines 10-13 states that eyes can be used in 
combination on the neck warmer. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made In this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the Invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an International application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claim 1. is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Begum (US 
6.823,868). 

In regard to claim 1, Begum teaches a travel mask (10) that is capable of 
warming the neck (figure 6). Further, Begum teaches an elongated continuous 
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cylindrical sleeve portion having an exterior face an upper rim and a lower rim (see 
figures 1 and 2). The exterior face having indicia suggesting the appearance of a 
character including eyes and facial features below the eyes (figures 1 and 5). The 
indicia comprising the facial features below the eyes including at least a mouth indicia 
and a nose indicia but not including the eyes (figures 1 and 5). The features are 
positioned on the exterior face, between the lower rim and the upper rim (figures 1 and 
5). The nose indicia is positioned on the exterior face closer to the lower rim than the 
nose indicia (figures 1 and 5). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

8. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth In section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

9. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Begum. 
Begum teaches a face covering as described above in claim 1 . However, Begum 

fails to teach the entire covering being made out of a fleece material. 

Begum teaches the nose baffle made of padded fleece material (column 6, lines 
1-4). The rest of the face covering is made out of a close-weave micro fiber material of 
polymer and cotton composition and a netting material (column 6, lines 4-10 and 
column 5, lines 36-38). 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art to have 
provided the covering in any material that was soft to the user's skin and provides 
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insulation and as stated in applicant's specification on page 2, lines 9-1 1 . Therefore, the 
close-weave micro fiber material of polymer and cotton would be equivalent in function 
to the fleece due to it's insulation properties and softness to the skin and therefore 
Interchangeable. 

Conclusion 

1 0. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Begum, Eschenbach and Japanese publication 07-289679 are all 
cited to show closely related garment articles.
